USAN FRANCISCO - The 
Lecity planning commission 
Wunanimously approved interim 
Lezoning controls for China- 
LUtown，along with a provision 
idesigned to insure the city?s 
recognition of "Single room 
ioccupancy"” residential hotel 
units to preserve” the neigh- 
Uborhood's stock of affordable 
housing. 

The one room-and-kitchen 
apartments without bathrooms 
are currently unprotected 
from the citywide _ residential 
hotel unit conversion and 
demolition ordinance，housing 
activists Say，which stipulates 
that housing units 1lost to 
demolition must be replaced 
on a one-for-one basis. 

Between 1970 and 1980 
.about 1,000 to 1,$00 housing 
units in the area were 1ost. 

There are currently about 
10,000 people who reside in 
6500 housing units in the 
area. About 60 percent of 
those units are in residential

SAN FRANCISCO - The Bay 
Area Chinese communlty has been 
asked to ball out both the cities of 
Taipel and San Franclisco by pick- 
ing Up the tab for repairing the 
ill-fated Chinese Pavilion in Gold- 
en Gate Park. The pavilion，a 
$250,000 gift to San Francisco 
from lts Sister city Taipei，cur- 
rently 1ls_ closed to the public be- 
caltise lt ls In disrepalr and deemed 
a safety hazard . 

Anine-month construction proj- 
ect by Chinese workmen which 
Was completed In 1981, the pavil- 
ion has been aburden almost from 
the_ beginning. Though lovely to 
behold from lts berth in Stow 
Lake, the structure apparently was 
poorly constructed and 1ts green 
tiled roof and pillars are crum- 
bling. The Pavilion was repaired 
once before in 1983 at a cost of 
$30;000 that was borne by the 
Talipel government, butlt ls falling 
apart again 

NO one seems to be qtite SUre 
abonut the source of the problem 一 
WwWhether caused by faulty work- 
manship of Improper materials. 
But nelther San Franclsco nor Iai- 
pei wants to be saddled with the

fnancial burden ofmaintainingthe 
pavilion. Hence the fundralising 
task has fallen by default on the 
Chinese community here. 


$35,000 RAISED 

BennyYee, a San Francisco real- 
tor and chairman of the San Fran- 
cisco-Taipei Sister-Clty Associa- 
tion, said that a July 14 benefit at 
the downtown Milriwa restaurant 
raised about $3$;000 for the res- 
toration project. Mayor Dianne 
Feinstein attended the event，bnut 
it is not known whether She made 
a personal donation for the pavil- 
ion . 

Yee reported that 22 major do- 
nors each pledged $1000 or more 
for repairs.

POOR INSTALLATION 

But that's not how clty ofhcials 
Vlew the_problem.“Normally we 
would not accept a gift like thls 
that needed that kind of repair” 
explained Mary Burns of the San 
Franclsco Recreation and Park De- 
Partment. 

“Its not a matter of mainte- 
nancey its arnatter of the origln 红 
Installation beling so Poonp ”agreed 
Jim Rogers,，asslstant Secretary of 
parks for Golden Gate Park.“The 
Workmanshlip was SO poor. 上 or 
Whatever reason the origlinal instal- 
lation was not of quality 一 no one 
has ever given me a reason Why 
he sald . 

JIn fact the pavillon's construc- 
tion was held up for fve years by 
enVironmentalists and park plan- 
ners Who objected to lts location in 
Stow Lake. Since the passage of 
Proposition 天 in San Franclsco， 
the addition of any new Structure 
in Golden Gate Park requlres the 
approval of two-thirds of the board 
of supervisors.“Its highly polit- 
cal2” Rogers sald.“We can't even 
put up a shed without them ob- 
jecting.” 

Rogers said that park ofhcials 
have come to the unfortunate con- 
clusion that the pavilion should 
never have been bullt after all. 
“Tts dangerous because we don't 
know what will fall off next:”he 
Said.“Its a shame we can't Use it 
[for weddings, blirthdays, and other 
occasions]. It's absolutely charm- 
ing, absolutely beautiful to view in 
the middle of the lake” 

According to Lee, the pavilion 
is San Franclscos only authentic 
Tepresentation of Chinese culture 
ouUtside the gates of Chinatown. 
“They used the wrong materials” 
in the initial construction， he ex- 
plained.“They did it the way 
was done in Taiwan，but the 
weather is different here… Lee sus- 
pects that the grout used in Setting 
the tiles was inadequate to_ with- 
stand the salty San Franclsco fog.

5000-Year History of China 


Since early 20th century，students in China 
have been told，through their history textbooks， 
that China，unlike other ancient Near Eastern 
countries，is a country whose history has lasted 
continuously for 5,000 years and her glorious 
civilization has its birth place on the Zhongyuan 
or Central Plain along the middle and 1lower 
Yellow River valley in northern China. The 
Sumerian and Egyptian civilizations may have 
started considerably earlier than the Chinese，bnut 
they have long been dead and replaced by oth- 
ceTS Who conquered them in Succession，so_ the 
Chinese had been told. 

However，with the advent of modern archae- 
ology and historiography，the 5,000-year thesis 
came under intensive and skeptical scrutinies. 
Yenerable Huang Di and the Golden Age of Yao 
and Shun became only legendary monarchs of 
ancient China rather than historical figures. 
Before long，the Xia Dynasty，after Shun，came 
to be known as the first historic dynasty. 
However,，it ls the material culture of the Shang 
Dynasty (1850 to 1100 B.C.) with its sophisti- 
cated white pottery，unsurpassed bronze vessels 
and fully developed system of Chinese writing， 
unearthed by archaeologists .near the ancient 
capital Anyang and confirmed by historical 
writings， that finally puts ancient Chinese 
history on solid ground. We now also know 
with confidence that the Shang _ Culture had 
emerged from two Successive pre-historic， Neo- 
lithic cultures on the Central Plain - the 


Yangshao or Painted Pottery _ Culture and the 
Longshan or Black Pottery Culture. 

With the latest discovery of a hitherto 
unknown kingdom in an area outside the_ Central 
Plain and about one thousand years earlier than 
the Xia Dynasty，it now appears that ancient 
Chinese history is about to be Substantially 
rewiitten again and that new history may take 
US back to 5,000 years a80! The ancient history 
imbedded in myths and legends and dismissed 
earlier in the name of scientific historicism may 
have Some historical basis after all. 

The location of the new discoveries may also 
force historians to redraw the boundaries of the 
cradle of Chinese  _ civilization. Southern Man- 
churia，though still in China proper，is defini- 
tely not located on the _ Central Plain whence 
Chinese civilization emerged in history. 

Aslide from the obvious importance of the 
latest archaeological findings to the interpreta- 
tion of ancient Chinese history，we now know 
that we，in an era dominated by science and 
technology，need to lend more credibility to and 
reSpect for ancient myths and legends in our 


studies. TIhrough careful and critical reading 
of these legends，we may uncover historical 
truths. 


We congratulate the Chinese archaeological 
team for this landmark discovery and we look 
forward to reading more details about it in 
years to come. Most of all，we look forward to 
a new history of ancient China.

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
controversial initiative to 
make English the official 
language' of California has 
received mixed views from 
Chinese American Republi- 
can here. Of the Six republi- 
can leaders interviewed，two 
Supported the initiative,， two 
opposed it and two were 
undecided. 

The English Only measure， 
which qualified for the 
November _ voting ballot， 
would require the le8islature 
and state officials to ensure 
that English is preserved and 
enhanced as the state's com- 
mo language. The initiative， 
however，does not specify 
how the preservation would 
be enacted and how it will

Buck Chung，proprietor of 
Superior Trading in SF Chi- 
natown，opposes the English 
Only movement，Sstating that 
some Chinese are still in 
need of bilingual assistance. 

John Tsu，Vice President of 
Kennedy University in 
Orinda and National .co- 
Chairman of the Chinese 
Republican Federation， will 
also vote against the initia- 
tive、，， because “English is 
already the lan8uage “of 
California.”

men Wimps”Are Asian women 
SUbserVient? Are Asian singles vic- 
tims of stereotypes that they them- 
Selves believe? Why is it that in 
eVery ethnic group but Asians, men 
“marry out ”moreoften than wom- 
en Are Asians in mixed relation- 
Ships rebels against family Pres- 
SUres Or products of a fast paced， 
high expectation，middle class， 
White culture” 

Statistlcs Show that 65 percent 
of Japanese Americans marry out- 
Side of their ethnic group, 50 per- 
cent of Chinese Americans, and 30 
Percent of Korean Americans. 

The numbers appear to be in- 
creasing and in an attempt to ex- 
plore the reasons for this trend， 
Paciftic & Asian American Women 
Bay Area Coalition (PAAWBAC) 
held a panel discussion on July 19 
at the Japanese American Citizens 
League Community Room in SFE. 

The increasing number of Asian 
Singles and the topic of mixed 
relationships drew an outspoken 
crowd of 70, predominantly wom- 
en in a ratio of 2 to 1,， and those 


Imalinly in thelir 20s and 30s， 

The panel，led by Grace Ong 
Wing，PAAWBAC membership 
chalrman, included Ryo Imamura， 
director of Berkeley's East-West 
Counseling Center; Joan Sakyo， 
chairperson of the SF Asian 
Singles Club ; and Russ Quon, an 
SF account executive with a direct- 
mall marketing frm， 

In an informal mlixture of per- 
Sonal hlstory, observation, and ad- 
Vilce, the panellsts freely discussed 
their personal choices and answWered 
questions from the audience， 


Expectation Was the key word 
ln the discussion， Regardless 'of 
the circumstances 一 family up- 
bringing,， Schooling,， work and lel- 
Sure enVlironments 一 the qualities 
that Single Asian men and women 
deslire in the opposlte sexare often 
not the quallties they percelve ln 
members of their own ethnic group， 

Ryo Imamura sald that quallties 
Which may seem like weaknesses 
to Some are Strengths to others.

Russ Quon sald that he did not 
date “nlce Chlinese girls”whlle 
gowing Up in Oakland“out of 
Spite”against parental PreSsSUre 
and also because he never percelved 
himself to be part of the“Asian 
core-group”of high-school peers， 
But though he feels free of paren- 
tal and peer PresSure now， he no 
longer finds himselfin a Position 
to meet Asian women lin his work 
environment， Quon felt his rela- 
tionships developed more by 
chance and circumstance，rather 
than on a conscious level of choos- 
ing a non-Asian woman， 

Joan Sakyo stressed the Impor- 
tance of not thinkling -that “all 
Asians are alike”She feels Asians 
are “stereotyped in ouUr own think- 
ing”and arenottaking thetime on 
a_one-to-one basls to fnd out the 
“great things about Aslans” For 
her，communication ls the most 
Important thing about relationships 
and the more open the communi- 
cation the better. 

Oneman in theaudience accused 
Asian women of“really having 
done a number on Asian men》 
clting an article which referred to 
Asian men as“emotional cripples2” 

JImamura polnted out-that in 
Western cultures comImunication 
Inust be verbal，bnut in Eastern 
cultures_ communication 1s often 
demonstrated by action Or body

language. “Asian men don't have 
to Say it to feel 1t， Do we really 
Want everything So clear and forth- 
rlght2”Imamura does not want to 
see the subtler forms of communl- 
cation lost whlch he feels are an 
intrinslic part of Asian culture. But 
he encouraged Asian men and 
Women to be fexible in relation- 
Ships， 
PRESSURE 

There ls undoubtedly pressure 
pulling Asian Americans toward 
both East and West in thelr expec- 
tations of relationships. But there 
is another kind of pressure In to- 
day's Single world 一 that of free- 
dom. The pattern which held for 
hundreds of years 一 marrying one's 
ownkind and raising children 一 no 
]onger holds. The economilc Pres- 
Sure for getting married ls no longer 
there. With,less overt raclsm，ca- 
TeerSs taklng precedence ln many 
young adults, and the geographilc 
mobility comling with more afHu- 
ence, the cholces are broader, and 
some may fnd the freedom only 
another burden， 

The panel did not resolve ques- 
tions，but the opportunlty for 
Asians to voice thelir opinlions and 
discuss thelr experlences helped to 
Shed some gllimmer ofunderstand- 
ing on what 1s happening to the 
Asian American social Structure 
and male/female relationships. Be- 
cause of the Success of this con- 
ference, PAAWBAC may schedule 
another:conference ,on relation- 
ships In October.

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5000-Year-OldKingdom 


Unearthed in China 
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BEIJING - China's Xinhua 
News Agency reported July 
25 the discovery of a 
5,000-year-old kingdom in 
China"s northeastern province 
of Liaoning，part of what 
Western geographers callecd 
Manchuria. 

The mysterious kingdom， 
accordin8g to Chinese 
”archaeologists，antedates the 
earliest recorded _ Chinese 
dynasty， Xia Dynasty 
(2,100-1,700 B.C.，at the end 
of the Neolithic period)，by 
about 1,000 years，and may 
require therefore a Substan- 
tial revision of ancient 
Chinese history.， The Xia 
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Dynasty was Said to be 
founded by mythical Yu the 
Great who reigned after 
bringing 3a great flood under 
control. 


Archaeologist Su Bing-qi， 
vice president Of Chinese 
Archaeological Society， 


Said，"These recent discoveries 
are of utmost importance to 
the Study of ancient Chinese 
civilizations and social 
developments.” 


CENTRAL PLAIN 


Thus far，major archaeclog- 
ical finds have been dug up 
in Several sites jp two 
counties in the hilly region 
of western Liaoning，a 1loca- 
tion consliderably outside the 
Central Plain (Zhongyuan)， 
the area regarded throughout 
Chinese history as the cradle 
of the Chinese _ civilization. 
Located in a Mongolian auto- 
nomous county，the Sites are 


north of Qinhuangdao，Hebeil' 


and west of Jinzhou Shi， 
Liao-ning，about 300 kilome- 
ters northeast of Beijin8g. 

(TIhe Central Plain histori- 
cally comprises the river 
basins and alluvial plains in 
the mlid section of the Yel- 
low River valley - central 
Shenxi in the Wei River val- 
ley， southern Shanxi， the 
northern half of Henan， 
Southern Hebei and western 
Shandong. This is the 1loca- 
tion of the first three dynas- 
ties in Chinese history - Xia， 
2,100-1,700 B.C.， Shang 
1,700-1,112 B.C.，and Zhou 
1.112-221 B.C.) 


FINDS 


Among the major finds are: 
SiX groups of stone tombs，a 
640-foot long temple，a_ large 
Sacrificial altar，3a goddess 
figure，several painted potter- 


ies，and other objects，They 
have been shown by carbon 
14 dating and examination of 
tree-rings to be more than 
35,000 years 01d. 

Archaeologists working on 
the _ Site _ believe _ that these 
cultural traits are related to 
the Hongshan Culture of the 
late Neolithic period，named 
after a pre-historic Site at 
Hongshan Hou，near Chifeng 
in the Liao River Valley in 
Southern Manchuria. 

The Hongshan Hou site，not 
too far north of the latest 
Liaoning discovery，was dis- 


covered by Torii Tyuzo in 
1908 and investigated by 
other Scholars in 1935$.， On 


this Site were found the two 
major Successive pre-historic 
Neolithic cultures found 
mostly in the _ Central Plain: 
the pre-historic Yangshao or 
Painted Pottery Culture， 
6,000-3,000 B.C. and the Red 
Pottery Culture with bronze 
artifacts， linked to the 
historic Shang Culture. 

It was during the Neolithic 
period that man and women 
became settled food-producers 
- _ the cultivation of plants 
and the domestication of 
animals - rather 'than food- 
gatherers Of the earlicr 
Paleolithic and Mesolithic 
periods in which they wan- 
dered and acquired food 
from natural reSsources，Such 
as game animals，fish; wild 
seeds， fruits and berries. 
Chinese myths _ attribute the

Su pointed out that the 
Sitecs contain "large-scale 
constructions，apparently not 
just a tribal center. It mnust 
have been the remnants of 
political and social activities 
of an unknown ancient king- 
dom.” 


The sacrificial altar was 
first discovered in 1979. In 
1983， archaeologists began 


cxcavation of a site 30 miles 
west of the altar and uncov- 
ered the temple of the god- 
dess， Also unearthed are 
several small，nude female 
figurines made of clay， 
dubbed "early Venuses” jade 
and stone animals (pigs and 
dragons) and many Sacrificial 
objects. 

Archaeologists think there 
may be 3a castle，the Size of a 
football field， behind the 
temple. But So far，excava- 
tion has not begun there. 

Near the altar，archaeolo- 
gists also found a 1ife-size， 
palinted head of a goddess 
whose eyeballs are made of 
jade: 下

temple is found a huge tomb 
Surrounded by small tombs 
containing necklaces， brace- 


lets， painted pottery and

LARGE MEMORY 


Most of the Systems are 
used with an IBM or IBM- 
compatible personal compnuter 
and a dot matrix printer. 
They generally require 3 
large memory capacity (Some- 
times 640 bytes) and a graph- 
ics card (built in，or inserted 
as 3 peripheral in many per- 
Sonal computers). 

Typically，the Systems can 
generate thousands of Chinese 
characters -- either traditional 
or Simplified -- by typing no 
more than five keystrokes. 
They generally permit English 
words to be intermixed with 
Chinese characters，and，with 
extra Software， can create 
data bases，sSpread Sheets，and 
accounting Systems in Chi- 
nese.

Since it went on Sale in 
January 1984，has versions 
ranging from $99 for bare- 
bones word processing to 
$695 for the most advanced 
software.， But all versions 
have four input methods 
bullt into the System. 

- Tsangchieh or Cangjie， 
named after the mythological 
hero who invented Chinese 
writing，is based on written 
Chinese. It is -one of the 
fastest input methods for a 
trained operator. 


By typing in the transliter- 
ation of the Mandarin pro- 
nunciation in accordance with 
the Pinyin System，all the 
characters that correspond to 
that Sound appear on the 
Screen. JIt is a two-step 
method，because the operator 
must next type a number (1 
through 10) to_ indicate which 
character he chooses. The 
chosen character is added to 
the _ String of characters in 
the text being typed. 


- Chuyin (also _ called collo- 
quially Bo-po-mo-fo for the 
first four Sounds of the 
Chinese National Phonetic 
alphabet)，is another ,two-step 
method based on phonetics. 

The National Phonetic 


Alphabet was developed by 
China"s Ministry of Education 
in 1913. This System was 
taught widely in China's 
Schools before the 1950'S and 
is still used in Taiwan. 


With Chuyin，all Mandarin 
syllables are defined as 
combinations of 37 phonetic 
Symbols， On the computer， 
each phonetic Symbol is def- 
ined by a _ corresponding key 
which must be memorized.

Tsangchieh，which requires 
an average 0f 3.7 keystrokes 
per Chinese character， is au 
widely used input method in 
both Taiwan and Hong Kong.

The Kuo Chiao System first 
went on Sale in the US in 
December 1985，two months 


after _ being released in 
Taiwan by its parent com- 
pany. It has sold about 200

INTECH 


The Intech Chinese word 
processoOr，Teleased in January 
1986，is _ the most radically 
different of any in the US. 
It is a computer in itself， 
rather than 3a software， It 
lacks a keyboard，but works 
entirely by touching the 
Screen. Although by far the 
most expensive of the Systems 
-- fewer than 100 units have 
been sold -- it is also the 
easiest to _ learn. 

Operators must know the 
Mandarin “pronunciation of 
each character they want to 
bring to the Screen，accordin8g 
to Pinyin， Wade-Giles， 
Chuyin，or the less frequent- 
ly-used Yale romanization 
System. 

On the lower part of the 
Screen are all the sounds that 
a_ Chinese_、 word may begin 
WhoOESCXxampliegthe 
operator wants to call up the 
character "an,” meaning 
"peace,” he first touches the 
[ette 三 7a “50nsthescTecnaaThe 
Screen then displays all the 
syllables found in Chinese 
words that begin with "a." 

Qthesenthes operator 
touches the syllable "an.”The 
Screen then displays all the 
characters that stand for the 
different tonal variations，of 
that Syllable. The operator 
then touches the desired 
character，and it is added to 
the String of characters in 
the upper left of the Screen.

Like Asiagraphics， the 
Intech System allows the

A unique 
feature is an "electronic 
abacus" which shows an aba- 
cus on the Screen，and allows 
the operator to manipulate 
the_ graphic beads. 

Developed in the US for 
the American market，the 
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Intech 1S also being Sold in 
China，Taiwan，Europe，and 
parts of Southeast AsSia. 


UPGRADES 


Data in Chinese can now 
be Stored in floppy disks， 
tclecommunicated over atele- 
phone wire，and used in con- 


junction with an increasing 
range of Software. 
Necaniywallsystermswsarec 


undecrgoing constant revisions 
and upgrades. In Some cases， 
Such as Intech，fthe earliest 
models are intcnded to test 
the market Tather than to 


make 3a prof it， 


Chinese word processing 
seems headed for diversity 
and flexibility rather than 3 
Single _ standard although in 
time，the number oOf systems 
may be reduced as many of 
the ， present ， manufacturers 
drop out of the picture. 

In the near future，Chinese 
word processing may revolu- 
tionize the Chinese-language 
publishing industry. Once 
the computer printers can 
match the quality of printing 
from Chinese metal type，the 
demand for manual typeset- 
ting and Chinese typewriters 


which still dominates the 
industry will 1likely become 
relics -- at least for middle- 


and large-volume Users， 

ASs in the English-language 
press，Chinese reporters can 
become thelir 0wn typesetters， 
giving them much more flexi- 
bility in writing and editin8g. 


Researchers are now trying 
to develop a voice-operated， 
sound-recognition input Sys- 
tem _ as an extenSslion of the 
phonetic System，， However，it 
is far from being perfected. 


.So far，the methods developed 


requlire the user to be profi- 
clent in the Chinese language. 


In 198$ the Soulhn China 
AMforning Post reported that 
an American programmer， 


William Hackmelster，claimed 
to have developed a software 
package which can automati- 
cally translate English into 
Chinese with 98 percent accu- 
Iacy. It has not yet appeared 
on the market. 


However，the use of com- 
puters in language_ translation 
is an entirely different field. 
For Chinese word-processing 
operators，there 1s no particu- 
lar need -for Such a device; 
in fact，it could even dis- 
courage English  Speakers 
from learning Chinese. 

While the American-based 
developers of Chinese word 
processing Seek to reach all 
potential US customers，their 
blggest future market is in 
East ASia -- Taiwan，Hong 
Kong，Singapore，China，and 
even orea and Japan. If， 
as Some Observers believe， 
Mandarin 1s destined to 
become the UL1gUQ franca of 
the “Pacific Basin， Chinese 
word procesSing will assume 
an ever-grOwing importance.

Sev- 
eral features of that plan 
and the one jointly sponsored 
by the Chinese_ Chamber of 
Commerce， Chinatown 
Resource Center and Asian 
Neighborhood Design，which 
was released in October，were 
incorporated into the plan- 
ning -department plan. 

Dick Wong of the Chinese 
Consolidated Benevolent Asso- 
ciation Said that his organiza- 
tion Supports such planning 
department recommendations 
as the preservation of hous- 
ing.

Developer Stan Yee told 
the planning commissioners 
that he objected to the 
tougher  ， planning codes 
rcgarding the rehabilitation 
of buildings in the area， 
which he Said were built at 
the dawn of the 20th cen- 
tury.， "You're Saying you 
don't want _ rehabilitation. 
The thing that bothers me is 
that there is nothin8g in the 
plan that talks about how to 
protect the Structures in case 
of a fire or an earthquake." 

Yee was the developcer of 
the commercial and residen- 
tial projcct known as Orange- 
land on Stockton Street. 
That plan was rejected by 
the board of supervisors last 
year， 

Lois Scott of the plannin8g 
department said plans for a 
historic landmarks district 
and housing conversion and 
demolition controls are CUT- 
rently bcing drafted. During 
this interim zonin8g period， 
she Said，"We should figure 
out if there are any problems 
and what needs to be ref- 
jned”
